The facilities for getting to Cin- 


cinnati during tlie National Encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army of tlie Re- 
public September 5th to I0th,and the 
care and attention that will be be- 
stowed upon the veterans after they 
arrive has never been equalled by 
similar conditions in any other city 
entertaining the encampment. In 
the first place, Cincinnati is very near 
the center of population of 'the United 
States, and is one o the most accessi- 
ble cities by rail and water in the en- 
tire county, it lias been estimated 
that mor.e* people jould gather in Cin- 
cinnati with twelve hours' notice 
than in any other city in the Union, 
and also that more people could get 
into Cincinnati without a change of 
cars than any other city.

Judge A. C. Thompson arrived 


home from the capital of the nation 
this morning.

He is one of the dis- 
tinguished characters of the adminis- 
tration and always has the ear of his 
life-long friend, President McKinley. 
He knows what is going on, and for 
that reason his opinion of the pres- 
ent situation as to war and peace is of 
interest and importance. 


To a Times reporter this morning 


Judge Thompson said: ''The war is 


. practically at an end. Peace is sure. 


All the principal points in President 
McKinley's message of terms to Spain 
have been accepted and agreed upon. 
A few minor matters are being con- 
sidered mainly as to the disposition 
of Spanish citizens and soldiers on the 
islands in 
question. 
Until" these 


minor matters arc settled the'United 
States will continue the war and 
keep up the aggressive spirit that has 
^ieen maintained since its inaugura- 
tion. 
After they are settled there 


will be a cessation of hostilities, the 
peace commission will meet and with- 
in six weeks peace will formally be 
declared to all the world. As to the 
meeting place of the peace commis- 
sion, I don t think it will be changed 
from London to Pairs on the plea of 
neutral ground." 


Before parting from the honorable 


-gentleman he was asked when he ex- 
pected to take Judge Sage's place on 
the United States circuit bench. He 
replied tliat Judge Sage would reach 
the age of retirement on the 24th of 
this month and that he would suc- 
ceed to the place early in September.
